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Voters choose Hurst, Bednark, 
Rush in Sumpter Township

On Tuesday, voters in Sumpter Township 
elected Democrat Esther Hurst as clerk, 
Democrat Kenneth Bednark as treasurer, 
and Republican Tim Rush as trustee. All the 
terms are until the 2020 election, since they 
are filling seats that had been appointed. 

Benark and Rush are new to the board. 

Unofficial returns from Wayne County 
show Hurst received 2,710 votes (89.93%), 
with 273 write-ins. The township’s total for 
Hurst is 2,437. 

Bednark earned 2,505 votes (90.89%), 
with 251 write-ins. 

For trustee, Republican Rush received 
1,817 votes (50.26%), Democrat Jennifer 
Price earned 1,545 (42.74%), and Andrew 
Slovik earned 228 (6.31%). 

Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education 

Four candidates were running for three 
four-year seats on the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education. The unofficial 
results show: 

e Amy Pearce - 11,601 

¢ Darlene Loyer Gerick -- 9,639 

¢ Calvin H. Hawkins -- 8,387 

e Dionne Falconer -- 8,119 

These results came from precincts in Van 
Buren Township, Sumpter Township, the 
City of Belleville, Canton Township and 
Ypsilanti Township. 

Belleville Area District Library Board 

Five candidates ran for four seats on the 
Belleville Area District Library Board. The 
district library covers the municipalities of 
Van Buren Township, Sumpter Township, 
and the City of Belleville. Unofficial results 
show: 

e Mary Jane Dawson -- 7,897 

e Sharon Peters -- 7,419 

e Barbara Gates -- 7,097 

¢ Linda Priest -- 6,952 

e Tanya Stoudemire -- 6,342 
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Other local races 

Erika Geiss, D, earned 61% of the vote for 
state senator in the 6th District, over Brenda 
Jones, R, with 38%, with 89% of the ballots 
counted as the Independent went to press. 

State Rep. Kristy Pagan, D, kept her 
seat in the 21st District with 27,444 votes 
(61.66%) over challenger Darian Moore, R, 
with 16,944 (38.07%). 

State Rep. Joe Bellino, R, kept his seat 
in the 17th District, besting Michelle Lavoy, 
D. Lavoy said she will continue serving as 
clerk-treasurer for the City of Monroe. 

Wayne County Community College’s 
replacement millage proposal was passing 
with 95.55% of the vote counted as the 
Independent went to press. That was 
63.42% yes and 36.58% no. 

34th District Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green, unopposed for another six-year 
term, earned 97.68% of the vote. 

The City of Romulus’ proposal for fire and 
police service millage passed on a vote of 
5,383 yes and 3,806 no. 

For the Governor/Lt. Governor posts, 
Democrats Gretchen Whitmer and Garlin 
D. Gilchrist, II, won over Republicans Bill 
Schuette and Lisa Posthumus Lyons. 

Joselyn Benson, D, defeated Mary 
Treder Lang, R, for Secretary of State. 
Dana Nessel, D, beat Tom Leonard, R, for 
attorney general. 

U.S. Senator Debbie Stabnow, D, defeated 
her opponent John James, R, in a tight race 
and she is headed back to Washington. 
Congresswoman Debbie Dingell, D, easily 
defeated her main rival Jeff Jones, R. 

All three proposals passed on the state 
level. Proposal 1 to regulate marijuana like 
alcohol passed with 55% of the vote, with 
45% opposed. Proposal 2, Constitutional 
Amendment — Voters not Politicians, passed 
with 60% of the vote. 

Proposal 3, Constitutional Amendment 
to Protect the Vote, passed with 65% of the 
vote.

City Council approves Chamber’s 
Winter Fest Tree Contest

Victory Park will have a bright display 
of Christmas trees from Thanksgiving 
through mid-December under a new 
contest approved by the Belleville City 
Council on Monday. 

Paul Henning of the Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce presented the 
Winter Fest contest to the council, but it is 
Randy Brown’s project and he answered 
most of the questions the council had. 

The rules call for all the live trees 
entered in the contest to be purchased from 
Brown’s business, Gardener’s Choice in 
Van Buren Township, at a contest entrance 
fee of $25 each. Then those live trees 
should be decorated in weather-resistant 
decorations and battery-operated LED 
lights and delivered to Victory Park no 
later than Nov. 30 for display placement. 

Brown said he will stake them into the 
ground at the park and the trees will be 
displayed and judged on Dec. 1. Winners 
will be announced from the bandstand 


during the Parade of Lights and certificates/ 
ribbon awards presented at a January city 
council meeting. 

There are two categories: 1. Families/ 
Individuals/Youth Groups and 2. 
Businesses. 

Henning said, if possible, the decorated 
trees will be donated to needy families. 
Otherwise, the rules say they must be 
picked up between Dec. 15 and Dec. 22, or 
the Chamber will discard them. 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger said that the 
live trees will need to be watered and 
Brown assured him they will be watered. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the tree 
contest was brought to the Parks and 
Recreation Commission’s last meeting and 
engendered lots of discussion. He said the 
commission thought it was a great idea. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said 
DPW Director Rick Rutherford will walk 
Victory Park with Brown and Henning to 
determine where the trees can be placed.

In its Sunday, Oct. 28 edition, The Detroit 
Free Press did a special report on reserve 
police officers and had a chart of how 
many reserves each department has. In our 
area, Van Buren Township has one, City of 
Belleville has 21, and Sumpter Township 
has none. 

Also, Huron Township in New Boston has 
10 and Canton Township, none. Washtenaw 
County Sheriff’s Department has 19 and the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Department denied 
a response to the question. The report said 
there are more than 3,000 civilian officers 
in Michigan. They are volunteers and most 
are not armed, according to the report. 

One of the stories told of former 
Oakley, MI, police chief Robert Reznick. 
Oakley had a population of less than 300 
and his reserve force had 150 officers, 
many of whom lived far away from his 
mid-Michigan town. Reznick collected 
donations totaling nearly $200,000 over 
several years from reserves who wanted to 
carry a badge and gun. 

At Monday’s city council meeting, Mike 
Renaud asked if the city really had 21 
reserves and Chief Hal Berriman said it did. 
He asked if they are all armed and Chief 
Berriman said they are. The chief said the 
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reserves are all graduates of a regional 
training academy. He said two are attending 
the reserve school now and one is the top 
shot and one the top academic. He said a 
Belleville reserve will be a speaker at the 
graduation.

Potassium Jodide (KI) is the chemical 
used to make table salt iodized. It also 
comes in tablets with a shelf life of 20 years. 
In the unlikely event of a nuclear accident, 
KI can saturate the thyroid to keep it from 
absorbing radioactive iodine. This is not 
just speculation, but documented fact. 

When the Chernobyl accident happened, 
four countries were directly affected: 
Ukraine, Poland, Russia, and Belarus. 
Poland saw no rise in reports of thyroid 
cancers while the other three countries 
had epidemics of thyroid cancer. Rises of 
thyroid cancer were documented after the 
Three Mile Island accident, and now at 
Fukushima. 

Several countries mail the tablets to 
people living within the danger zones of 
nuclear reactors — the primary zone is a

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ten-mile radius, and the secondary zone 
is a 50-mile radius. Canada is one of the 
countries that now mails out KI tablets, 
and they mail them to their citizens living 
within both of Fermi’s zones. 

So, why aren’t the tablets being mailed 
to Americans living within Fermi’s 
evacuation zones? The State of Michigan 
and DTE feel it’s adequate to mail vouchers 
to people within the primary zone and leave 
it up to individuals to obtain their tablets, 
or not. Only 15% of the people picked up 
their tablets. 

The American Thyroid Association has 
recommended that everyone in a 50-mile 
radius of a nuclear reactor keep the tablets 
on hand, just in case. I have a bottle in my 
medicine cabinet and another in my glove 
compartment. 

And so, I am writing this letter to urge 
others to obtain the pills to protect your 
family in case of an accident. They are not 
expensive, and no prescription is needed.

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Blue green algae out of lake, ‘Do not eat fish’ warning still in effect

At its regular meeting on Oct. 17, the 
Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission received a report from 
Matthew Best on the health of Belleville 
Lake. 

Best, VBT Director of Public Services, 
said the blue green algae season is over. 

He gave some background on the 
situation. 

He said a resident contacted the state’s 
hotline for environmental complaints 
on the algae bloom in Belleville Lake. 
The state sent biology and chemistry 
department members out and took a bunch 
of samples. 

They found one microsystem in Belleville 
Lake and four in Ford Lake that was a 
specific species of blue green algae that 
was fatal to pets. 

He said they took asample ona Wednesday 
and told the township on Friday afternoon, 
with a warning against contact. 

“We ran out and put out signs,” Best said. 

Since then there has been routine sampling 
from the state and by the end of September 
it was in just one location. On Oct. 4, all 
sites were declared free and clean of blue 
green algae. 

Best said this is not new on the lake 
and it’s happened before, but the state has 
changed how it responds to issues and, 
“We may get more monitoring from them,” 
he said. 

He said signs were put out at Sandy’s 
Marina, the DNR boat launches next to the 
BYC and on Rawsonville Road, Doane’s 
Landing, and Van Buren Park Beach. 

He said the state had a boat and was 
looking for masses and they found it, but 
the lake now is free and clear of algae 
problems. 

Environmental Commission chairman 
Dave Brownlee said the first time he saw 
the algae was on Sept. 25 at his place. He 
said it was slimy, like a paint slick 20’ in 
the water. It was gone two or three days 
later. 

Brownlee said that he was told by 
Oakland University employees that it was 
a bad year for algae throughout the state. 

“I saw it in 2016 in the lake,’ Best 


recalled. “It’s like a skin.” He said it 
happens when there is phosphorus, heat, 
and a temperature inversion. 

Best said the advisory against eating fish 
from the lake because of PFAs is still in 
effect. He said there is no data that they 
found it in Belleville Lake, but the state 
was being cautious. 

Brownlee suggested they invite the Huron 
River Watershed Council to come out and 
talk to the commission on PFAs. He said 
the business in Wixom, perceived to be the 
cause of the PFAs in the Huron River now 
has a new filtration system. 

Commissioner Ross asked if it was 
harmful to water the lawn or garden with 
water containing PFAs. 

Best said that was a good question. 
He said there is no information on what 
harms a person with PFAs. “Did the state 
overreact? Possibly,” Best said, noting a lot 
of research is being done. 

Possible drawdown of Belleville Lake 

Best also gave a report on the proposed 
drawdown of Belleville Lake in late 2019. 
He said he’s been working with Eagle 
Creek, which operates the French Landing 
Dam, and they are working on a plan to 
submit to the MDNR, MDEQ, FERC, and 
others for approval of a drawdown. 

“We are working on a plan of what the 
township would support in setting it up, 
working with our team. Our township 
would help,” he said. 

Best said they will seek help from the 
Huron River Watershed Council, the BYC, 
schools, and corporate sponsorships. He 
said there is no budget for a lake drawdown 
and all the costs will be borne by Eagle 
Creek. 

He said they will need a large group of 
volunteers to pick up garbage and glass 
along the edge of the lake once the water 
is down about five feet. There also will be 
loose woody debris, but stumps, trunks, 
and trees have to be left in place unless 
someone gets a permit from the state for 
removal. 

Commissioner Norm Debuck asked if a 
trunk that has been snagging boats in the 
lake can be shortened and Best said it could 
be cut to level, but not removed. 

That was good news to Debuck who said

there is one stump everyone hits at the west 
end of the lake. 

Best said the shoreline to Fireworks Island 
looks pretty rough and, “It’s something we 
could look at.” 

“In the past a group of individuals cleaned 
it up,” Brownlee said. 

Best said the island is owned by the 
township and could be considered a park 
or a part of the lake. 

He said people have asked about the 
Eurasian Milfoil that is clogging the 
lake and he is talking with those who do 
Eurasian Milfoil mitigation to see if there 
is something that could be done with it 
once or at the time of the drawdown. 

He’s also getting information on channel 
cleaning for those who have asked and the 
staff will provide limited technical support. 

He said the county can clean the drain 
on Ryznar Drive and the residents can get 
together to dredge out the channel. 

“The Supervisor has asked me to 
bring these ideas to the Environmental 
Commission, who will take the lead to 
coordinate these groups and the township 
will work with consultants on working to 
write grants. 

“We’re looking to this committee to lead 
the groups,” Best concluded. 

Brownlee asked when the decision will 
come from the township board on whether 
to do the drawdown or not. 

Best said he is waiting for Eagle Creek to 
come back with the approval and then he 
will present it to the board of trustees and 
get an aye or nay. 

“T’m at the mercy of the agencies,” Best 
said. 

It was suggested the University of 


Michigan Rowing team could help, as well 
as Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. 

“We need a good planning map to 
use,” Brownlee said, noting homeowners 
will probably clean up in front of their 
properties. He said the commission 
members need to be ready to hit the ground 
running. 

Best said the township has to make sure 
they are following the rules and will offer 
leadership. 

“If residents want to do channel cleaning, 
we don’t have jurisdiction to do that work,” 
Best said. When he last looked at Ryznar 
Drive channel cleaning it was estimated it 
would take a $150,000 special assessment 
district. 

“Tt’s a really huge thing,” Best said of the 
lake drawdown. He said they could close 
all the schools for one day and all the kids 
in the high school could clean up the lake. 
“That’s what they did before. We’ll work 
with the school. 

“We could have Belleville residents go 
across the lake and clean up Harmony 
Lane and Harmony Lane residents go 
across and clean up Belleville. They would 
get to know their neighbors across the lake. 
They can get their hands dirty and it would 
give them a feeling of ownership,” he said. 

Brownlee asked if the schedule would be 
after the 2019 boating season, two weeks 
to draw down the water, two weeks with 
it down, and then two weeks to get it back 
up to level. Best said it might be faster, 
depending on the weather. 

“Be ready to hit the ground running,” 
Brownlee said to commission members.

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Sumpter Township Treasurer Morgan announces office is open

Sumpter Township Treasurer Peggy 
Morgan apologizes to the township 
residents for the board closing her office 
down after its emergency meeting on Oct. 
30. 
She said the office was reopened on 
Monday, Nov. 5, at about 11 a.m. 
“I’m so sorry for the inconvenience it has 
caused residents,” she said. 
“I also apologize to Deputy Vern Morse 
for how he was mistreated during his time 
of employment with me,” she said. 


“He’s a wonderful man, willing to step 
up and was doing a fantastic job. The 
employees and public really liked him. The 
administration treated him like crap.” 

She said her doctor questioned the stress 
she was under because it was affecting her 


health. The doctor asked her to get away 
from it for a while, because stress can lead 
to heart attack and stroke. 

But, Treasurer Morgan said, she told her 
doctor she couldn’t leave the treasurer’s 
office at this time of year. But, when her 
heart started acting up, she remembered 
Supervisor Johnny Vawter’s stroke and 
Treasurer Alan Bates’ and Trustee Bill 
Hamm’s deaths due to heart problems. 

“T didn’t want to be them,” she said on 
Tuesday morning, explaining why she had 
to take a few weeks off. 

Treasurer Morgan said township attorney 
Rob Young told the board the treasurer’s 
office had to be closed without a treasurer 
or a deputy treasurer present. 

She said she contacted the Michigan 
Township Association and an attorney 
there sent her the law and said there were

only three days a year the treasurer had to 
be present at township hall to collect taxes 
and the treasurer makes her schedule the 
rest of the time. 

Attorney Cindy Davis of the MTA wrote 
to Treasurer Morgan: “You are correct 
that the water billing assistant can accept 
taxes or receipt any other type of money 
payments on behalf of the treasurer’s 
office. Accepting and receipting money is 
different than accounting for tax payments 
in the tax accounting system. Only the 
deputy and treasurer should perform those 
entries or have an internal control system 
using assistants to process the work that 
provides for segregation of duties. 

“The township board does not have 
authority to close your office, however 
they are the employer for the township 
and would have authority to authorize 
any employees including your deputy to 
act as your assistant with regular hours 
and compensation... If you or a deputy 
is unavailable, hopefully others would 
step up to help residents with questions as 
needed instead of just directing them to a 
closed office. However, every township 
handles these types of situations different 


and the board would need to decide what is 
in the best interest of the community.” 

The MTA attorney also said in times 
of sickness, the deputy would normally 
step in fulfill the treasurer’s duties, but 
without a deputy, the treasurer could assign 
someone else to receipt money and deposit 
it in a secure place until the treasurer can 
retrieve, account and deposit it. 

“Other employees can also deposit money, 
but they would have to give the deposit 
slips to the treasurer and clerk to account 
for and use some type of transmittal form 
for the treasurer to account for the money 

.. probably very similar to the method the 
water billing assistant is using right now.” 

Davis said whoever wins the election 
must take the oath of office for the 
remainder of the term. The winner can take 
the oath anytime after the clerk receives 
the election certification from the county 
clerk. She said Morgan would hold the 
office after the election until that oath is 
taken by her or someone else. 

Morgan said she sent a copy of the 
lengthy MTA information to township 
attorney Rob Young on Monday evening.

“Our next meeting will be after the 
township meeting. He said people are 
asking what they can do. They have to be 
told what they can’t do. Edison Pond wants 
to dredge and they need to contact DEQ 
for a permit. Seawall contractors put in 
seawalls whether the water is up or down. 
“The more they know, the better,” 
Brownlee said of the community. 

“Tve already started on my lake 
drawdown plan and Pll bring it to the next 
meeting,” Best said. 

“If you’re on the lake or not, you have 
to think like a lake resident,’ Brownlee 
said to commission members. “Do your 
homework. Make a game plan. We can 
contact church groups, boat launches.” 

Debuck and Brownlee mentioned that a 
town meeting and a Q and A session would 
be good. 

“Either way, we’ll have a town meeting,” 
Best said. “If we draw or if we don’t. We’ ll 
get public input on what they want for the 
lake and what we can do. That would be 
February-ish. That would give them time 
to do what they have to do.” 

Eurasian Milfoil 

Best said when it was hot and the lake 
had the algae bloom, people were talking 
about the milfoil clogging the west end of 
Belleville Lake. 

Best said it is a perennial plant, prolifically 
propagated by seeds and from cuttings. He 
said it can grow one to three inches per 
day as long as it has sunlight and 20 feet of 
water. It prevents other plans below it from 
growing. He said when you drive a boat 
over it, swim, or animals are in the leaves, 
the plants break up and grow. 

He said Belleville Lake is part of the 
Huron River and if Linden has it upstream, 
then “we have it.” 

He said if Belleville Lake has a drawdown, 
they are looking into if anything can be 
done about the Milfoil at that time. 

He said if they were planning to use a 
chemical in the water to kill the Milfoil, the 
MDEQ would require a lake aquatic plant 
survey and lake management plan, which 
costs about $150,000. 

Best said it would take a high 
concentration to work before it is washed 
away. It costs about $280 - $500 an acre 
and Belleville Lake is 1,260 acres. That 
means it would be $350,000 - $650,000 for 
one application, just for the treatment. 

He said there are 300 lake owners and a 
SAD of $1,200 to $2,100 would be $400 
or $700 a year for three years, without

interest. 

“It’s coming back, so you’d have to have 
treatment over time ... once a year for the 
first five years,” Best said. 

“I’m going to continue to look into milfoil, 
which the township takes seriously, but it’s 
very involved.” Best said. 

He said there is no magic solution, but 
once you control it, it can be spot treated, 
but it would take years to get there. 

“We'll look into it to see what we can 
do,” he said. 

“If we had the lake down five feet for the 
whole winter, that would kill the milfoil,” 
Brownlee said. “If you do it every year.” 

Best said of the four companies he talked 
to, none had done the treatment during a 
drawdown. 

“Kent Lake didn’t use to have a problem. 
Now it’s everywhere,” Best said. 

Commissioner Merritt said Country Pond 
subdivision sprayed for phragmites, the 
invasive reed grass, and they’re dead. 

“They’ll probably be back next year,” 
Best said. 

Cadillac Asphalt 
Best said that Susanne Hanf, 
environmental engineer from Cadillac 
Asphalt, called and talked with him at 
length about the commission’s comments 
about a runoff pipe from Cadillac. 

She sent a letter stating the “track out 
and storm water controls” are in place at 
their facility at 1785 Rawsonville Rd. She 
said in accordance with their air permit 
they use a street sweeper to cleanup track 
out from the facility. She said typically the 
plant roadways, entrance and exit to the 
Service Drive is swept several times per 
week while the plant is in operation. 

She said they also have a NPDES Storm 
Water permit and plan for this location, 
adding they are not aware of any unusual 
characteristics with their storm water 
discharge. She offered to walk them 
through the facility and show them what 
they have. 

Commissioner Tony Gibson said the pipe 
comes out of the berm and discharges into 
the roadside ditch and massive amounts of 
water come out when it rains. 

Brownlee said its a very new culvert, put 
in in the last year or so, and we just wanted 
to be sure nothing bad was getting into 
Belleville Lake. 

Commissioners said they would be 
interested in a tour of the facility and Best 
said he would call Hanf.

Judge Parrott dismisses three felony 
charges against James Tanner

Three charges against James Edward 
Tanner were dismissed by 34% District 
Court Judge David Parrott on Oct. 31 at the 
request of the prosecutor’s office. 

Tanner had been charged with home 
invasion-1" degree, malicious destruction 
of a building less than $200, and domestic 
violence in Van Buren Township on Oct. 
11. He was free after posting bond of 
$10,000/10%. 

Judge Parrott advised him the charges 
were dismissed without prejudice, which 
means they can be refiled. 

Judge Parrott said he didn’t want Tanner 
to tell him anything about the charges, 
but “Don’t give the prosecutor a reason to 
refile.” He said the court will refund his 
bond payment, less the 10% administrative 
charge. 

Dontao Eugene Cavins 

Dontao Eugene Cavins, 17, waived his 
preliminary exam and his case was bound 
over to circuit court for an arraignment on 
the information on Nov. 7. 

Cavins is lodged in the Wayne County 
Jail on bond of $200,000/10%. He is 
charged with home invasion-2™ degree on 
Sept. 29 in Van Buren Township. 

His court-appointed attorney is Robert 
Kanter, who asked Judge Parrott for 
reduced bond for his client. Judge Parrott 
referred Cavins’ case to pretrial services 
for consideration of bond. 

Cavins also was charged with a separate 
drug offense and pled guilty. Judge Parrott 
pointed out he also owed $890 to the court, 


which was cancelled. 

Judge Parrott accepted the guilty plea 
and sentenced Cavins to time served, the 
four weeks he had already spent in jail. He 
advised Cavins that case was closed, but 
when he wants to get his driver’s license 
back he will have to pay a $45 clearance 
fee to the state. 

Sean Michael Almond 

Sean Michael Almond, 36, of Sumpter 
Township waived his preliminary exam 
and Judge Parrott ordered him to appear at 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice on Nov. 
7 for his arraignment on the information. 

Almond was lodged in the Wayne County 
Jail on $10,000/10% bond on a felony 
charge of domestic violence on Aug. 12 in 
Sumpter Township. His court-appointed 
attorney David Lankford asked for bond 
reduction and Judge Parrott referred the 
matter over to pretrial services. 

Two witnesses had waited almost four 
hours to testify in the scheduled preliminary 
exam that was waived. They said they will 
be at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice in 
Detroit on Nov. 7 and be ready to testify. 

Rose Marie Toodle-Lilly 

Rose Marie Toodle-Lilly, 35, waived 
her preliminary exam on a felony charge 
of retail fraud first degree in Van Buren 
Township on March 22. Magistrate Lisa 
Martin bound her over to circuit court at 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice for an 
arraignment on the information on Nov. 7. 

She also is charged with the misdemeanor 
of contributing to the delinquency of 
a minor.
